The precise 
purpose of the Bucharistic Section is to stir up its own members to 
frequent and datly Communion and to make them apostles of this 
devotion to others. The work of the Eucharistic Section therefore, 
after its simple organization of choosing a President and Treasurer 
is completed, will be to have its members go to Communion often 
and even daily themselves and to encourage others to do likewise, 

The wish of our Jate Holy Pather Pins X was that every one of 
the faithful should go to Communion as often as he or she can. 
The only conditions he laid down were, that they should be im a 


have a good intention, (that is, should not go merely out of vanity 
or routine, but to please God and help their souls). Hence the 
Frequent Communion Section should strive fo carry out the wish of 
the Holy Father by going themselves to Communion, and encourag- 
ing others to go, ae often as they can. 

Of course, what is often for one person would be seldom for 
another. If you live near the church, frequent Communion for you 
might well mean every day. If you live five miles off. and have to 
walk, once a week might be frequent Communion, But we go to 
great trouble to feed our bodies three times a day. We should tse 
at least a like care and diligence in feeding our sou}s. 

The first work then of the Eucharistic Section will be to en- 
courage frequent Communion in othets by their own good example. 
The next means will be kindly and tactfully to get others to prac- 
tice frequent Communion by conversation and encotiragement ;—for 
example, by a friendly suggestion, just at the proper time, at 
Saturday noon, for instance. Finally, they can distribute interest- 
ing little pamphlets and books about frequent Communion, of which 
there are so many nowadays. You can obtain some good ones from 
OUR SUNDAY VISITOR at a very low rate. Strely this is an in- 
spiring and glorious work for our Sodalists and the means are so 
simple (though the fruit is so great) that every Sodalist can hope 
to share in the work of the Eucharistic Section.
